[Text—Proverbs 29:18.j

Commencement Week. 
Another mile stone in the his¬ 
tory of Gould’s Academy is reach¬ 
ed, and the class of 1900 is about 
to embark upon the ocean of life.

yet it is one of mighty magnitude, 
the depths of which are fully fath 
omed by few of the men, even 
whom we recognize as our leaders 
to-day. And in view of this fact, 
the way those young men met the 
vital question of the hour, and the 
intelligent manner in which they 
dealt with them, was gratifying to 
say the least. They knew their 
subjects; knew them as only those 
could, Who had spent hours of pa¬ 
tient thought and study to master 
them, and the masterly manner in 
Which they handled them, would 
have done Credit to men of far bet¬ 
ter privileges and far greater ex 
perience. In short, their ideas 
were intelligent and noble, their 
arguments were logical and con 
vincing, their delivery was expres¬ 
sive and impressive. 

The affirmative contended that 
our right to the Philippines was 
undisputable, that the Filipinos 
were incapable of self government 
that we, therefore, should give 
them a government and make 
them citizens, and that in doing so 
We should not be, and are not guid¬ 
ed by selfish motives; while the 
negative argued that the Filipinos 
had long aimed at independence 
they had practically achieved their 
independence when we interfered, 
that we positively knew that fact 
at the time, and that if we deprive 
them of that independence now at 
the point of the bayonet, we shall 
have committed the most dishon 
orable act that has ever stained 
the pages of American history,

of Poland, Ellery O. Park, and H. 

H. Hastings of Bethel, who after 
congratulating the disputants for 
their meritorious arguments ren¬ 
dered their decision in favor of the 
negative.

Thus 
does empire after empire go down, 
until the Anglo-Saxon race, with 
its visions of justice, liberty, hu¬ 
manity, and equity, gives charac¬ 
ter to the contest, and consequent¬ 
ly rules the world. Whether it be 
the long contest over the divine 
right of people to determine the 
laws that shall govern them, or the 
interposition of armed force in the 
interests of humanity, in all this 
we see the irresistible mightof a 
glorious vision, expressed in an in¬ 
vincible tenacity of purpose, which 
moving on to splendid victories, 
gives light, and liberty, and pros¬ 
perity to the nations. 

Vision or ideal is the essential 
condition of success. For when 
allowed its proper reflex action on 
the soul, it is greater than talent, 
genius, circumstances, or educa¬ 
tion. Many a man of talent has 
failed, many a man of genius has 
gone down to his grave “unwept, 
unhonored, and unsung.” Many

circumstances, and of the best 
training afforded by the schools, 
has disappointed nis friends, for 
the reason that he has had no vis¬ 
ion in his soul.

A visionless soul is virtually 
dead while it lives. The vision In 
the soul is its salvation. Through 
the ideal that every soul may cre¬ 
ate for Itself, God has given it a 
safeguard against moral and spirit¬ 
ual ruin and death. Refuse to 
create an ideal, an object, which 
by the use of every power of which 
yon are possessed you will endeav¬ 
or to attain, and you refuse to build 
around the soul one of its greatest 
and strongest safeguards against 
shame and defeat. Yon refuse to 
avail yourself of a possibility that 
God has given Us here, which 
means life and health and peace. 
The vision of the soul is God’s 
spiritual provision, and we can¬ 
not reject this without spiritual 
ruin following, 

I would have you guard against 
that mawkish sentiment and feel¬ 
ing of ambition which has warped 
the conception sometimes of great 
men even, who through unpleas¬ 
ant experiences, perhaps, have 
failed to distinguish between the 
glory of a noble aim attained 
through patience and singleness of 
purpose, and the unsatisfactory re¬ 
sults of an ambition which has 
had the taint of selfishness about 
it.

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MEMORIAL ADDRESS. 


Delivered by Judge A. E. Herrick Before 
A. M. Whitman Post, at Locke Mills.

In our journjsy along the path- 
r way of life we find milestones 
■ erected by those who have preced¬ 
ed us. At one of these we have 
arrived, to-day. Instinctively we 
turn and look back over the long 
way, and count the days when in 
the springtime, we have scattered 
flowors as you are doing to-day, on 
our soldiers’ graves. As we count 
back, year by year, tim rapid flight 
of time appalls us. When we reach 
the 12th day of next April, forty 
.years will have passed gsince the 
news was flashed over the land that 
the stars and stripes on Fort Sum¬ 


ter had been iired upon, and men 
•awoke to a full consciousness that 
•certain great questions of national 
policy, of right and of freedom, 
had been removed from the forum 
and were to be decided by the wag¬ 
er of battle. For long and weary 
months the people of the North 
3iad waited, cold and quaking, fuli 
of fear and without resolution. But 
at the sound of that first gun, they 
awoke and the whole North burst 
drito a flame of patriotic wrath. 
.Lincoln’s call for volunteers was 
answered with enthusiasm, and 
the “irrepressible conflict” began, 
—a conflict as costly and as san¬ 
guinary as the world has ever 
known and terrible because it ar¬ 
rayed brother against brother and 
friend against friend. It would be 
useless for me in the short time 
which I have, to attempt to discuss 
the causes which led to the war. 
The story has been told over and 
over and causes and results alike, 
have passed into history and are 
read by all. But there are those 
before me to-day, to whom it is 
more than a silent page in history. 
To you it i3 an experience which is 
lived over again on days like this, 
when you visit the graves of those 
comrades who have answered the 
last roll call. At such times mem¬ 
ories cluster about you ; the past 
rises like a dream. Again you 
stand side by side with those dead 
heroes, and in your ears is the 
noise of battle, the boom of the 
cannon and the song of the deadly 
minie. You tramp again those 
weary miles in dust or mire and 
sit by night by the same camp fires 
as of old and divide with them the 
scanty rations. The heartsickness 
from days of weary waiting, the 
pangs and torture of hunger and 
thirst are recalled. You can see 
•again the stern, cold faces of the 
dead or hear the moans of the 
wounded. All these emotions 
•come back to you as realities. 
History with alFits detail is pow 
•erless to furnish them to us who 
never have experienced the hor¬ 
rors of War. And yet wo realize 
how great was the sacrifice and be- 
-cause we recognize this debt of 
■gratitude we all to-day, young and 
-old, join in honoring the nation’s 
•defenders, dead and living. 

Out of the long past comes the 
memory of a nameless soldier’s 
grave, and of a heart that broke 
because her love was not. And 
from the past comes the shadow- of 
numberless unknown and nara 
-ed heroes Who gave their all of life 
to perpetuate the Union. In the 
trying times of strife and carnage, 
when cannon belched and muskets 
flashed death everywhere, little 
mounds of earth sprang up id rows 
here and there, In the Southland. 
The memory of the known and un¬ 
known dead suggested the beautl- 
frtl custom of decorating the graves 
With the choicest flowers of spring, 
the practice proclaiming to the 
children and children’s children 
forever that the deeds of these 
men who died for God and country 
shall be memorialized as long as 
patriotism lives and courage is 
counted as a virtue. 

As time passed, every cemetery 
In the North was hallowed by the 
presenco of sleeping soldiers. Wo 
honor them all. Wherever they 
lie, flowers are taken at each recur¬ 
ring anniversary and placed as 
votive offerings upon their graves. 

It Is not an offering made to rank 
or title but to manhood. This is 
.In accord with the spirit of our in* 
:stltutions. With us the people are 
•'supreme, and the life of the hum* 
•blest soldier is as sacred as that of 
the general in command. 

To-day we honor the dead and all 
nature Is in sympathy with our 
efforts. This is nature’s resurrec¬ 


tion morn,—buds are bursting into 
bloom and leaf, every breeze is 
laden with perfume, the brooks, 
that for so long lay silent beneath 
their white shrouds, babble in 
melodious tones,and field and wood 
are filled with the songs of birdp. 
All nature, to-day, is exultant and 
speaks to us not of grief but of 
faith and hope. It says “Behold 
this miracle; I was dead and live 
again.” It is in this spirit of hope 
that we should stand in the pres¬ 
ence of our dead soldiers. We are 
not content with the saying of Hor¬ 
ace that “Death is the ultimate 
boundarv of human matters.” We 
know that love lives on after the 
death of the one loved. Unless, 
therefore, the affections, the fair¬ 
est of the sentiments which adorn 
and elevate the human character, 
deceive us, they suggest the hope 
of immortality, and' when such 
hope is supported by the arm of 
religion, it becomes a promise. 
Since the day when Horace wrote, 
Christianity has illuminated the 
world and laid the foundation of a 
pure, simple faith in a life to come. 
If we ask the question to-day, as 
did Walter Scott: “Is death the 
last sleep?” instinctively and un¬ 
hesitatingly the answer comes 
with his answer, “No, it is the last, 
final awakening,” 

While we are paj-ing our simple 
tribute to the departed, the love 
we bore them inspires us with this 
sublime hope. While immortality 
can not be proved as a scientific 
fact, it is an assux-ance which is 
deepened and strengthened by the 
crises of life, and out of the soul’s 
deep experience, out of the strong 
courage which enabled our soldiers 
to lay their lives upou the altar of 
their country, out of that love 
which lingers in our hearts, there 
is born the certainty that he 
that doeth the will of God abideth 
forever. 

It has been said that we are a 
peaceful and peace-loving nation. 
If anything were needed to prove 
the truth of that saying, the con¬ 
duct of our soldiers at the close of 
the war would be sufficient. More 
than two and one-half millions of 
men entered the army from the 
North during the Civil War. The 
war ovei-, the vast armaments dis¬ 
banded, the soldiers of the repub¬ 
lic melted in tbe mass of the com¬ 
munity as snow-flakes melt into 
the river. All Europe looked on 
with astonishment. Judging from 
historical precedents, it believed 
tbe army would be left master of 
the nation, and would not suffer 
itself to be disbanded, but would 
raise its chief to supreme power. 

It did not know the men who 
stood in tbe ranks, neither did it 
know that silent man who led them 
to final victory at Appomatox. 

For more than a third of a cen¬ 
tury these Same men, in civil life, 
have been serving the state and 
the nation, and upholding the 
laws and the constitution for which 
they fought. 

A study of history shows that 
great nations engaged in war for 
selfish purposes, from a greedy 
lust of territorial gain, from mo¬ 
tives of pride ahd of personal am 
bltloU. 

From the year 1855 to 1870,there 
were five great wars and two of 
thorn preceded our own. France 
and England encountered Russia 
simply as Napoleon said, “On an 
idea,” and the armies of three 
great nations eugaged in bloody 
strife and slaughtered thousands 
of men, made widows and orphans 
of as Many more, and all for pol¬ 
itical reasons. Then Austria and 
France cast jealous eyes on Italy, 
and another bloody war ensued for 
Which territorial aggrandizement 
Was the sole object, ending in the 
unmitigated slaughter of Solferlno. 

A cyclone of blood and mad rage 
swept over the minds of men 
which could only be assuaged by 
strife, for which no one but ambi¬ 
tious kings and emperors could 
furnish adequate cause. After our 
war was over, Napoleon in a mo¬ 
ment of proud ambitiou set his le¬ 
gions on foot for Berlin; ho met 
with a disasterous defeat and 
Pads fell a victim to German re¬ 
nown and Napoleon was dethron¬ 
ed. The .rival religions of Greek 
and Moslem, mot on the deadly 
held, and poor Turkey, “(he slefc 


man of Europe,” was overthrown 
and a great part of its territory 
was wrested from its arasp. - Mid¬ 
way between these great conflicts, 
the men of the North in this coun¬ 
try were summoned to defend 
what they held most dear,—union 
and liberty. Unused to arms, 
when they saw the unity of the 
country in danger, they rose in 
their might, without great heroic 
leaders or men of military renown, 
strong in a moral and invincible 
purpose and bravely met the con¬ 
sequences even to death. It was 
not simply “an idea,*” but the 
blows they struck counted for lib¬ 
erty and broke down the barriers 
of caste which slavery had erected, 
and liberty and union came forth 
fresh from a new birth as the sun¬ 
light bursts through the riven 
cloud. We honor those men to¬ 
day because they were actuated 
by such a high purpose,—not am¬ 
bition, not national aggrandize¬ 
ment, not religious strife. They 
came from every hamlet, city, and 
^towu and it will be our lasting 
shame if. the great work which 
they did is even forgotten. 

But the victory at Appomattox 
had other and more far reaching 
results. To the surprise of the 
world, the constitution came out 
of the ordeal unscathed. The 
idea of national union had 
triumphed over that of a federal 
league or compact. The nation 
had been consolidated and its 
spirit bad been raised by com¬ 
munity of' effort and peril. CJpon 
that day it took its place among 
the great nations as a world pow¬ 
er. It took its place not in a vain¬ 
glorious and boastful manner. It 
knew its strength but held it in 
reserve for the good of mankind. 
For thirty-three years we went on, 
suri-ounded by tbe blessings of 
peace, increasing our resources, 
promotin': the arts and sciences, 
opening up the hidden wealth of 
our mines, and extending lines of 
easy and rapid communication to 
every corner of this broad land. 
But the spirit of ‘61 was not dead 
This nation became rich and pow 
erful but not sordid, and when tbe 
cry went up from those poor des¬ 
pairing, hunted Cubans, the cou 
science of this Republic was touch¬ 
ed. It recognized the cry as akin 
to that which went up from three 
million slaves in 1860. If the 
veterans here to-day and their 
comrades, living and dead, up and 
down the land, had not carried the 
war against slavery to a success¬ 
ful finish, there would have been 
no war with Spain. If you had 
not destroyed slavery at home, 
what would we have cared if Spain 
had slaves in Cuba or what is 
worse than slavery, subjects 
ground under the heel of a dom¬ 
inant race. Our civil war opened 
the door and a higher Christian 
civilization entered. We could no 
longer excuse ourselves and pass 
by on tbe other side as did the 
Pharisee of old. The Civil War 
saved us from such selfishness and 
compelled us henceforth to take 
sides with the oppressed and weak. 
Upon every Decoration Day dur¬ 
ing all these years we have asked 
ourselvesJ “Why was this sup¬ 
reme sacrifice made?” and the an- 
Bwer has always been : “To break 
the bondsman’s chains and to up¬ 
lift the oppressed.” Every veter¬ 
an’s grave has been a silent mon¬ 
itor reminding us of our high 
duty to humanity. 

It is not agreeable to interfere 
in another man’s business. There 
were sonde who hesitated when it 
was seen that Spain would not 
yield without war. By the Span¬ 
ish war we have shown what tre¬ 
mendous resources this country 
possesses. Rut great power always 
carries with it great responsibiii 
ties. By the treaty with Spain, 
we find ourselves the owners of 
vast insular possessions. Concern¬ 
ing these, grave questions and re¬ 
sponsibilities are raised. The for¬ 
tune of War gave them into our 
hands, and it is now too late to 
shirk the responsibility. We 
have them and the only question 
left is: “What is our duty toward 
these islands?” Upon this ques¬ 
tion some Of our most intelligent 
statesmen disagree. But it Would 
seem that all ought to agree to 
this t—That we must establish law 
and order and see that local gov¬ 
ernments are Instituted with such 
an approval by those people that 
rights of person and property shall 
be safe. The war Was undertaken 
for humanity’s sake and the same 
high motive should confcrolus in 
settling the details. It would be 
a crime to destroy the only sys-

tem of government those islands 
possess and leave them to anai-ehy 
and wars between local chiefs 
We believe in equality and free 
dom, but it~'must be under law. 
This government has a great work 
befqre it, but I see no way for it to 
begin that work except by first- 
compelling order and obedience in 
the Philippines. Then it will be 
with our Congress to work out the 
problem. 

This work should not be under¬ 
taken with any selfish motives 
Such motives ai-e always short¬ 
sighted. Spain held those islands 
for the purpose of plundering them, 
and she has paid the penalty. I 
believe in this Republic, and in itfe 
mission for spreading truth and 
civilization and I believe that 
whoever comes under its protect¬ 
ing arm will be justly and fairly 
treated. Nations, like individuals, 
must grow and push on or they 
will be thrust aside. They have 
their missions to perform, and if 
(hey fail, decay soon follows. 
Spain has had great opportunities 
for benefiting mankind and ex¬ 
tending the bounds of a high civil¬ 
ization. She failed, and to-day 
she is only considered for what she 
was and whatshe mighthave been. 
How great the contrast between 
her and England! England has 
struggled to give the world an ex¬ 
ample of wise and honest govern¬ 
ment for her colonies, and in mak 
ing them happy and contented she 
has herself grown powerful by the 
support she receives from them. 
To-day, Canadians are fighting in 
South Africa for the mother coun¬ 
try and winning laurels for brav¬ 
ery. Th9 English policy has fos¬ 
tered reciprocal trade oy which 
great wealth has been acquired and 
without wealth no nation can be 
truly powerful Under# the modern 
system of Warfare. 

It has been said that We have 
come, as a nation, to the 
parting of the ways, and we 
are told that one way Will 
lead iis safely and the other to ruin. 
To me the situation does hot shape 
itself in that form. It seems rath¬ 
er the sudden^cousciousness of neW 
powers and of new opportunities 
that have come to this nation as 
the inevitable result of growth. 
Men talk about expansion as some 
thing to.be feared, but hot to ex¬ 
pand is to begin to die. We should 
be influenced in our opinions upon 
this important question, not by 
political considerations, but by our 
hope in the future and our trust in 
the Wisdom of the people of this 
country to find the right. 1 have 
confidence that the leaders in all 
parties in this country, to-day, will 
meet this question, when the time 
comes, with a high and patriotic 
purpose, Inspired by a desire to do 
the right. When clouds and un¬ 
certainties render our "course as a 
nation obscure, true patriotism 


always lights its own "lamp and 
finds iis own way. 

It seems useless for me, in the 
presence of veterans, to speak of 
trust and confidence in the destiny 
of this nation. It was your faith 
and the faith of your comrades 
that saved the cause when other 
men’s hearts failed. Each year, 
when we visit the graves of our 
dead soldiers, we are taught anew 
this lesson of sublime laith and 
trust. Let us keep constantly be¬ 
fore us this lesson of their life and 
death. 

I have read somewhere, that an 
ancient Greek in consulting the 
Delphic oracle, asked this question : 
“How shall I learn to live wisely?” 
and the answer came, “ Consult 
the dead." -It may be that we can¬ 
not at once grasp the full signifi¬ 
cance of this answer. It may be 
that it points to the possibility of 
so divorcing ourselves from the 
distracting, entangling .affaix-s of 
time and space that we, while yet 
in the body, may float out upon the 
transparent ocean of pure thought 
and enjoy the sweet communion of 
soul with soul which faith ascribes 
to the dead. But to us, to-day, the 
answer has a peculiar significance. 
“Consult the dead." 

The lessons that we are to learn 
are from the dead who fell for the 
preservation of this Nation. 

We can learn from our dead 
soldiers that Nations may sin 
against the laws of nature aud of 
God. That to atone for such sin, 
th6 citizen must suffer and even 
die. 

Abraham Lincoln saw the best 
blood of the land watering the soil 
of many a battlefield, and in tbe 
agony of the darkest hour of the 
war, he gave utterance to these 
words: 

“Fondly do we hopo, fervently 
do we pray that this mighty 
scourge-of war may speedily pass 
away. Yet if God wills that it con¬ 
tinue until all the wealth piled by 
the bondsman’s two hundred and 
fifty years of unrequited toil shall 
be sunk, and until every drop of 
blood drawn with the lash shall be 
paid by another drawn with the 
sword, as was said three thousand 
years ago, so still it must be said, 
‘The Judgments of the Lord are 
true and righteous altogether.’ ” 

We can learn from our dead 
soldiers a pure and trusting faith 
in the destiny of our nation. In 
the hour of midnight, with not a 
etarin view, they went out believ¬ 
ing that the dawn would come and 
that it would herald a brighter 
and more glorious day. Such a 
faith among the people is the na- 
sion’s strength 

Wo can learn from our dead 
Soldiers that war for a just cause is 
not debasing but is ennobling. We 
see upon their tombstones, namps 
that have been honored in every 
pursuit in life. Some of the finest 
and tendorest natures that we 
have ever kuown have been men 
who, in the midst of the horrors of 
war, learned to lift the burdens of 
the weak, minister to. the sick, and 
con=ole the dying. Such natures 
must have been shocked by the 
scenes of bloodshed, so familiar, 
but they knew that great and good

men had stood in the forupn and 
tried in-vain, to avert the calamity, 


and vvheu the 


issue was carried to 


the field, they felt that God had 
willed it, in order that a great 
wrong might be righted. The shock 
of arms cannot drown the voice of 
reason or conscience in such men. 

We can learn from our dead 
soldiers that war may be waged by 
an intelligent and patriotic people 
for the benefit of the masses, and 
not alone to gratify the ambition 
of a fe ;v. 

Goldwin Smith says that no 
army, except possibly the Athen¬ 
ian, ever equalled in intelligence 
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the army of the North. And it 
was this intelligence that made it 
possible at the end of the war to 
transfer more than a million men 
from the business of destroying 
life and property, to the peaceful 
pursuits at home. This transition 
was ma'de easily and naturally, 
while all the world looked on in 
amazement. Many distinguished 
foreigners had predicted that upon 
the ruins of this Republic would 
be raised an empire, at the head of 
which would be some Napoleon of 
fate suddenly raised to power by 
a triumphant and victorious army. 
But they were doomed to disap¬ 
pointment. Had they known what 
all Americans knew, that in the 
ranks of our army stood men with 
muskets.in their hands who could 
and did criticise intelligently every 
movement made by their generals, 
they never would have made the 
mistake. Such men were not look¬ 
ing for a king. They felt and 
knew that by their citizenship 
they had come into that royal in¬ 
heritance of freedom which yields 
obedience not to man but to law. 

Finally we can learn from our 
dead soldiers the' lesson of a pure 
patriotism. Such a patriotism as 
was shown by the three hundred 
Spartans at Thermopylae'’art they 
sat aud combed their long hair as 
a symbol that they were about to 
die that Greece might live. Such 
a patriotism may not often find 
expression in this supreme sacri¬ 
fice made by Leonidas and his 
three hundred heroes, but, if we 
have it, it will make us better 
citizens. It will show us that the 
interests of the State are above 
the interests of the-individual be¬ 
cause the State includes all inter¬ 
ests, and that all must yield obe¬ 
dience in order that all may enjoy 
the benefits of society. 

Upon this one day in the year 
we gather and stand reverenfcjy as 
though in the presence of the 
dead. If they could speak to us, 
what would they say? They are 
saying to us, “Guard well the 
treasure which we have committed 
to your keeping. We bought this 
treasure with our Jives and we ex¬ 
pect you to defend it with yours 
if need be.” What is this treas 
ure? It is freedom, not absolute 
individual freedom, for that would 
be anarchy. It is freedom under 
law. That is the treasiire com 
mitted to us. 

And it is that we may be strong 
and ready and willing to defend 
it, and that our children may be 
taught the lesson of its value, that 
We have set apart this day- in lion 
or of our dead Soldiers.

i Tlie Mode In Mourning Attire. 

One of the notable signs of the times 
to an adult observer is the shortening 
of the period in which -women adhere 
y to the wearing of mourning garments. 
There is an appreciable diminution of 
the time during which ceremonial 
crape is worn. In many instances it 
Is not worn at all, plain black, or what 
is known as black silk mourning, be¬ 
ing substituted. The crape veil in | 
which the ladies of a bereaved family 
were once expected to be swathed is 
often discarded in favor of a veil of 
crepe lisse, mousseline de sole or very 
sheer nun’s veiling. Oculists tell ter¬ 
rible tales of the damage done to the 
sight by wearing crape over the eyes. 
Consequently many women use the 
mourning veil as a headdress, not as 
a veil. They wear it pinned back from 
the face and dangling from the back 
of the bonnet, a la Empress Frederick. 

Thus arranged the veil is becoming, 
harmless and can even be made to look 
coquettish. One year’s seclusion from 
social amusement is all that is demand¬ 
ed by etiquette from the mourning 
widow. This period Is often shortened 
by several months. 

In the same way the mourning for 
parents is now only worn for 12 
months. After the first six months 
this is much lightened, and violet or 
white is introduced in the costume. It 
is not considered In good taste to dress 
little girls in mourning. The wearing 
of black garments Is depressing to 
children and tends to make them mor¬ 
bid. 

Black is worn from three to six 
months on the death of sisters or broth¬ 
ers, the prolongation of the period to 
one year being a matter of preference. 
Individual sentiment has much to do 
In prescribing the depth of mourning 
and the period for which it is worn; 
also in -determining when the time 
shall come when social engagements 
may be accepted. An authority on such 
matters avers that mourning for a first 
cousin varies from one month to six 
Weeks, but this Is purely a compli¬ 
mentary matter. 


The Skirt of 1900. 

There is no doubt now that the very 
much trimmed skirts will not he ac¬ 
cepted by the best dressed of woman¬ 
kind. We have become so accustomed 
to graceful lines that we are not likely 
to wish to increase our proportions ex¬
